A Frisco Crank Attempts to 
Kill. Adelina Patti. 


The Explosion Which Startled the 
Grand Opera-House Audience. 


No One Injured But the Would- 
Be Assassin. 


Dr. James Hodges, a Dyspepsia Specialist, 
the Bemb-Thrower, Under Arrest— The 
Man Claims to Have Picked Up the In- 
fernal Machine Under His Seat — Threat 
éning Remarks Overheard by a Lady 
Several Newspaper Men Prevent a Panic 
Mme. Patti’s Courage and Presence of 
Mind. 


SAN FRANcISCO, February 9.—A crank at- 
tempted to Kill Adelina Patti, during the con- 
cert to-night atthe Grand Opera-house, by a 
bomb. The would-be assassin was the only 
one injured, though not seriously, by the pre- 
mature explosion of the engine of destruc. 
tion. This was the last night of Patti’s season 
here, and she was given a great ovation, the 
house being crowded. At 10:20 o’clock, after 
Patti had twice appeared in front of 
the curtain in response to callers, 
at the conclusion of the afia from Traviata, 
and just as she had retired again to the wings, 
a tremendous explosion was heard above 
vociferous applause, and acloud of smoke 
was seen to rise over the railing of the top 
gallery. 

Instantly every lorgnette in the house was 
focussed on the position inthe house where 
Pan exciting scene was transpiring, and 

A PANIC WAS IMMINENT. 

People in the gallery were rushing about 
seeking the quickest means of exit, and it 
was only by the self-posgsession of some 
newspaper men present in a box, coupled 
with that of the diva, that a stampede 
of the entire house fpr outdoors was 
prevented. Several newspaper men were in a 
stage box and quickly perteived that no se- 
rious result had occurred and that the danger 
was over. They communigated by nods and 
motions with Patti, who was still in sight in 
the files to come before thé curtain. 

a SHE COMPREHENDED SITUATION, 
came forward quickty, giving the cue to

It was arranged to explode by a 
number of friction matches which connected 
with a fusé inserted in the powder.The theory 
is thatthe fuse burned too quickly for the 
crank. 
Though Patti performed her part in the 
evening’s programme, it was noticeable that 
the occurrence had considerable effect upon 
her, and somewhat subdued her usual vi-

Thousands of People Witness and Partici-

MONTREAL, February 10.—The greatest at- 
traction of the week, in fact, of the carnival, 
was afforded to the visitors and natives last 
night in the storming of the ice castle by the 
united force of snowshoe clubs recruited 
throughout Canada.

The most disastrous fire of the new year oc- 
curred last night in the partial burning of the

FEATURES OF DOMESTIC DISCORD PRE- 
SENTED IN DIVORCE TRIALS, 


Two Cases of Contest Before Judge Thayer— 
Honeymoon Episodes — The Nofsinger 
Child Before the Court of Appeals—Will 
of Louis Espenschied — Decision in the 
Mepham Controversy. 


The divorce case of Mrs. Minnie Knittel 
against Carl Knittel is set for trial to-day in 
Court No. 5. The marriage took place May 6 
last year, and the separation on the 19th of the 
following month. Mrs. Knittel alleges that 
soon after the wedding her husband asked her 
for some money, and upon her refusal he or- 
dered her to leave him. He repeatediy told 
her to leave the house and said 
that he regretted the marriage.

PIREMEN'S RELIEP PUNDS. 

The promoters of the Firemen's Relief 
and Pension Fund have succeeded admir- 
ably with their balls and subscriptions. 
But that way is slow and uncertain. A 
city’s Fire Department is, after all, a part 
of the insurance tax paid by property 
holders. The security its services afford 
is considered by insurance men in fixing 
premiums, and the tendency in some 
States is to connect the cost of its support 
more and more directly with the insurance 
business. 

A Firemen’s Relief Fund is provided 
for in Ohio cities out of the tax on the 
receipts of what are called foreign insur- 
ance companies. Every insurance agency 
doing business in Ohio for an insurance 
company incorporated by the authority 
of any other State or Government, is re- 
quired to report the gross receipts of such 
agency annually tothe County Auditor, 
and the amount is entered on the county 
tax books for taxation at the same rate 
as other personal property is subject to 
for all purposes at the place where the 
agency is located. The law further pro- 
vides for a division of the proceeds of this 
tax on insurance receipts, a certain por- 
tion going to the State, another to the 
county, another to the school fund, an- 
other to any city of a specific class in that 
county, and half of the city’s share to 
her Firemen’s Relief Fund. 

This tax yielded last year in Hamilton 
County $60,008.90, of which $6,488.71 went 
to the State, $7,428.46 to the county, 
$9,443.20 to the school fund, $18,369.26 to 
the City of Cincinnati for general pur- 
poses and $18,369.26 to the Cincinnati Fire- 
men’s Relief Fund. This law has been in 
operation three years, and the families of 
five firemen who met death in the dis- 
charge of their perilous-duty, are now its 
beneficiaries. It will soon create @ fund 
which, by judicious investment, will yield 
sufficient for the purpose, and then Cin- 
cinnati can devote the entire proceeds of 
the tax on insurance receipts to the sup- 


port of her Fire Department.

SENATORS AND FEES. 


SENATOR TELLER would scorn aman who 
could not do his duty as a Congressman 
without being influenced in his judgment 
or vote by the big fee in his pocket or the 
big salary or other emolument he might 
be drawing from a corporation interested 
in pending legislation. A man who could 
beso influenced would, in his opinion, 
readily accept a bribe. Doubtless, he is 
near the truth when he suggests that 
to be so influenced is to be bribed. 
Senator Wuitson touched the point 
when he referred to the liability of poor 
weak human nature to yield, uncon- 
sciously perhaps, to “influences from 
‘*‘which the unknown quantity called bias 
might come.“ It is to protect the public 
from this unknown quantity and Con- 
gress from the demoralization and the 
magnified scandal of such influence that 
the Beck bill should be substituted for the 
Senate’s substitute. The public long ago 
ceased to hold Senator TELLER’S optimistic 
belief that Congressmen and officials are 
of purer clay than ordinary mortals and 
that no law is needed to keep them honest 
and faithful to public trusts. It was a 
pleasant, soothing belief, and was not 
surrendered petulantly or even willingly. 
Twenty years of legislative and official 
profligaey traceable to just such influ- 
ences as TELLER boasts himself proof 
agalust ve shaken public faith, and 
the public record and peculiar relation- 
ships of Mr. TELLER himself have contrib- 
uted largely to the shaking. 
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BELGIUM is arming because there is 
great danger that her soil will be made 
the battle-field between France and Ger- 
many. The indications that England will 
not interfere to prevent Germany from 
taking the Belgian route to France make 
it rather probable that no other route will 
be taken. Of 168 miles of French frontier 
towards Germany 126 are fortified. In 
one stretch of 60 miles there is not a spot 
in front of the works that is not under the 
fire of heavy guns, and the only two gaps 
left open are said to be considered impas- 
sable by the German officers. But the way 
to flank these formidable works is open 
through the broad and level plains of Bel- 
gium. Another Waterloo for France on 
that soil would leave Germany free to 


rectify her frontier in her own way, and 


if she should take a notion that the an- 
nexation of more or less Belgian territory 
would be a protection to Alsace-Lorraine, 
there would be nobody but conquered 
France to offer serious opposition. 
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Bon TooMBs and ALEXANDER STEPHENS 
are dead, but their influence lives after 
them and is gradually undermining that 
of the ‘‘boodle’’ statesmen and railroad 
rings that have been for some years past 
running the Democracy of Georgia. Sen- 
ator Brown’s efforts to repeal the laws 
regulating railroads in that State were 
defeated, and recent exposures of the in- 
humanities of his convict labor camps 
have so aroused public sentiment that 
even he is beginning to profess consci- 
entious scruples on the subject, and is 
trying to sell out his interest in the 
barbarous system. . 
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IN RAILROAD legisiation it would be well 
for the Legislature to remember that it is 
jot called upon to institute any really new 
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Nes, but rather to make old ones effeot- 
* to enforce the application of old prin- 
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principles of law applicable to their regu- 
lation were recognized, defined and es- 
tablished by the courts long before there 
was any such State as Missouri or any 
such agency as arailroad. But this new 
agency has grown powerful enough to dis- 
regard the puny remedies and restraints 
of the old law, and the only problem for 
the Legislature to solve is how to compel 
the railroads to observe carefully the 
well known laws of the land. 


Tue Circuit Attorney’s office should be 
made strong enough toinclude St. Louis 
election frauds in the range of its activi- 
ties. It may be that more salaried assist- 
ance is needed there, but doubts on this 
point are suggested by the amount of out- 
side work done by the Assistant Circuit 
Attorney as assistant detective and spe- 
cial counsel for the railroads. Perhaps if 
the Legislature will provide that he shall 
not be overburdened with legal business 
which keeps him traveling all over the 
State andeven into Kansas to attend to 
Mr. GOULD’s cases, he might find time to 
attend to his official duties and to make it 
a little more dangerous for the ‘‘gang’’ 
that undertakes to decide election con- 
tests in this city irrespective of the will of 
her voters. 
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SO LONG as our revenues yield a surplus 
of $100,000,000 a year opposition to lavish 
pension bills, lavish river bills, lav- 
ish fortification bills and lavish ap- 
propriations of all sorts will be weak 
and ineffectual. Every little village 
will want a Government building, every 
State will want its ‘‘divvy’’ out of the 
Federal Treasury, and service in Congress 
will be turned into a game of grab. The 
only emulation among members now 
seems to be which can devise and put 
through the most schemes for disposing of 
the surplus. There are plenty of ways of 


chance for any measure of tax reduction 
to prevent a surplus from getting into the 
Treasury every year.

Hon. Henry R. Jackson, late United States 
Minister to Mexico, is an experienced diplo- 
mate. He was Minister to Austria early in Mr. 
Buchanan’s Administration, and was relieved 
by the Hon. J. Glancy Jones of Pennsylvania. 
Gen. Jackson is very bitter im his sentiments 
and expressions relative to his treatment by 
the Administration, or rather the State De- 
partment. He wrote a personal letter to the 
President direct while in Mexico, which Gov. 
Brown is especially desirous to have given 
to the country. Gen. Jackson, among other 
things, declares that when the officers of an 
American ship, which had been driven into 
the harbor of Tampieo by storms, were ar- 
rested and imprisoned by the Mexican author- 
ities upon the charge of smuggling, and their 
vessel and cargo seized, condemned and sold, 
he represented the matter fully to the State 
Department, urging that something be done 
toward the protection of Americans in Mexico, 
and that his earnest, respectful request was 
treateg with contemptuous silence. The fail- 
ure of our Government to protect its people 
emboldened the Mexicans, and the life or 
property of an American is absolutely unpro- 
tected in that country. This and other causes 
of grievance Minister Jackson set forth with 
characteristic frankness and plainness of 
speech in a letter to the President, which will 
probably come to light with the rest of the pa- 
pers asked, for under this resolution. 


Dangerous Legislation. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

A curious measure has been introduced in: 
the Indiana Legisiature—a bill providing that 
in case of deliberate homicide, in which the 
slayer is the father, brother or husband of a 
woman who is betrayed and the slain ts proved 
to have been her betrayer, action for murder 
or manslaughter shall not lie. Under such 
circumstances the offense of slaying is to be 
reduced toa misdemeanor, punishable only 
by a fine, without imprisonment. ; 

Public opinion is seldom more unanimous 
than when it condemns the seducer, but it will 
haidly approve so sweeping a proposition for 
the removal of the safeguard of human life. 
Such a law might be an entering wedge for the 
enactment of others tending more or less to 
authorize crime. 

Doubtless heavier penalties for betrayal 
could be imposed to advantage, but the right 
to lite ie the most fundamental of human 
rights and no proposition looking toa relaxa- 
tion of ita enforcement should be indorsed. 
Mitigating ciroumstances will always get a 
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getting it out of the Treasury, but no 


right to commute or remit sentence; but writ- 
ten law should take no backward steps.

Nrw. Tonk, February 10.—The WORLD says:

Though involving a smaller amount of 
money than the bill now before the President, 
a careful estimate shows that the Mexican 
grab will call for nearly $75,000,000 before 
the last of its beneficiaries shall 
die. This is a big sum—nearly double 
the amount of the present interest account of 
the Government and $10,000,000 in excess of 
the entire yearly expenses of the Government 
before the war. It is to be paid, furthermore, 
on account of a war that occurred forty years 
ago, and not for wounds received or disabill- 
ties in that conflict, but for simple enlistment 
extending over a period of sixty days. In 
other words it establishes the principle of 
pensions for service only. If the Mexican 
veterans are entitled to this, why are not the 
Union veterans also?’’

Settling a Labor Dispute. 
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AN OLD REPUBLICAN STEAL APPROVED BY 
THE PRESIDENT, 


of the Swindle Known as the ‘New 
Orleans, Vicksburg & Baton Rouge Rau- 
road”—Lapse of the Grant and Its Ke. 
newal — Jay Gould’s $1,000,000 Land 
Grab. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 10.—The 
President has signed, without protest, the bill 
to confirm and legalize what is known as the 
Backbone land grants swindle. He did this 
with the knowledge before him that the bill 
legalized a transaction which was without the 
semblance of legality. It was an old Repub- 
lican steal which a reform Administration 
might have gained some reputation by stamp- 
ing out. By giving his signature to she Dill, 
the President showed that he lacked the cour- 
age to combat the powerful influences back of 
this job. To fully understand the depth and 
breadth of this swindle, indorsed by the 
President’s retorm signature, a brief review is 
necessary. In the first place several specula- 
tors without money procured from the Louis- 
lana Legislature, prior to 1873, a charter for the 
New Orleans, Vicksburg & Baton Rouge 
Railroad. They stocked the paper company 
and came to Congress for a land grant. 
Senator Pomeroy of Kansas, who was chair- 
man of the Public Lands Committee in the 
winter of 1872 and 1873, engineered the land 
grant through Oongress of seme 1,400,000 
acres of land. The condition- was that the 
road should be builtin five years. The origi- 
nal projectors of the enterprise, having no 
money, sold out a control of the stock to Pom- 
eroy soon after the retirement of the latter 
from the Senate. Pomeroy made himself 
president and his brother-in-law vice-presi- 
dent of the concern. Nothing was done dur- 
ing the five years required. Not a foot ot the 
road was built. 

THE GRANT LAPSED. 

Under the tuling of the Supreme Court, 
Congress must forfeit a lapsed grant before it 
can become public lands subject to entry. 
But after the grant had lapsed many settlers 
went on the lands, and now have comfortable 
homes thereon. Meanwhile, the Louisiana 
Legislature forfeited the charter of the Back- 
bone Company because it did not build the 
road. Ten years after the passage of the 
grant by Congress, five years after the grant 
had lapsed, and several years after the Back- 
bone charter had been repealed, this fraudu- 
lent organization, without semblance of legal 
form, assigned its lapsed grant to a syndicate 
headed by Jay Gould and others engaged in the 
construction of the New Orleans & Pacific 


Railroad, after this latter road was partially 
completed. The greater part of this road was on 
the opposite side of the river to the side where 
the Backbone paper road had been located. 
Then more bonds were issued,and the intrigue 
at Washington was begun to make this cart- 
load of paper valuable at the public expense. 
The matter came before Secretary Kirkwood. 
He referred the matter to Attorney-General 
Brewster. The latter referred it to the law 
clerk, Lamphere, who declared the title set 
up as null and the assignment fraudulent. 
Brewster approved this opinion. Thena Sen- 
atOr called upon him and by use of political 
urguments persuaded Brewster to make an- 
other decision. This he didand he announced 
this change in the following dispatch to the 
Senator in question: 
THE ‘‘OTHER’’ OPINION. 

That opinion as to the Southern Rallroad is 
now in my hands and will be signed and sent 
this day to the Interior Department. It is just 
as you and your constituents wished it in all 
respects. you come to-morrow I can give 
you abstracts from it.

„Washington, D. C., June 16, 1882.“ 


But in spite of this cooked decision Kirk- 
wood refused to permit patents to be issued. 
Even Teller, who succeeded him, was. only 
brought to it toward the last. McFarland, the 
Land Commissioner, put every obstacle in the 
way, but he was overcome in the end. But the 
time of the — — was very short. It 
was only by working night and on Sunday 
that patents for some 000 acres 
were issued in the dying hours of the Arthur 
Administration. Judge Payson of Illinois had 
meanwhile filed a letter of pratest against the 
issuing of these patents. hen the Adminis- 
tration changed hands Secretary Lamar sus- 
ended the issuing of these patents and re- 
erred the matter to Congress. There Judge 
Payson, who had denounced this fraud In 
Congress, Was captured in some mysterious 
way to lend his aid to the ccnspirators. The 
bill to reaffirm the patents issued and to 
validate the old land . grant was 
whipped through the House under a 
misleading title. It was called a Dill 
to forfeit certain lands and in the bill 
certain lands never claimed by the Gould syn- 
dicate were forfeited, but à legal title was 
given to the rest. The bill was passed through 
tbe House upon Judge Payson’s being known 
to favorit. As he had denounced the Back- 
bone fraud no one suspected the bill in the 
House. In the corporation Senate it was 
EASILY WHIPPED THROUGH 
although Senator Edmands, standing in his 
place in open Senate, said, ‘‘I think, speaking 
with great respect, that it was the most au- 
dacious steal that I ever heard of in the 
United States, and that is saying a good deal. 
This bill then went to the President. He sent 
the measure to the Interior Department, but it 
never reached Land Commissioner Sparks, 
who bas over and over ain denounced the 
— . — ofthe claim. If he had been asked 
for his oninion the President would not have 
dared to append his signature to the bill inthe 
face of the facts as could have been shown by 
the Land Office.* Just after the passage of the 
bill, and before its signing, Jay Gould en- 
tered some 200,000 acres of this dishonestly 
acquired land in the best pine land tracts of 
Louisiana. This tract comprises also marble 
quarries. It is worth $1,000,000. Mr. Gould 
can well afford to contribute handsomely to 
the renomination of the President out of the 
profits in this Backbone affair.

A Report Leads to a Disgraceful Wrangle 
in the House.

“THE SHAMEFUL CHARGES PROVEN AGAINST 
SAMUEL J. TANNEHILL. 


ea Young Man Found Guilty in the Police 
Court and Fined $25 and Costs To-Day— 
A Light Fine for a Very Serious Officnse— 
Tannehills Stery. 


Samuel J. Tannehill was on trial this morn- 
ing in the First District Police Court before 
Judge Cady on acharge of disturbing the 
peace of Robert Jones, Max Smitzer, Joe 
Decola and parties unknown to the prosecu- 


tion, on January 4, 1887. The com- 
plaint upon which Mr. Tannehill 
was brought into court omitted the 


names of the persons given above, charging 
only that the peace of parties unknown had 
been disturbed. Mr. Joseph G. Lodge ap- 
peared for the defendant aud insisted on the 
insertion in the complaint of the names 
of the persons who were disturbed. 
City Attorney Dyer inserted the names of wit- 
nesses and the trial proceeded. ‘‘Disturbing 
the peuace’’ is a charge that covers a 
multitude violations of laws hu- 
man and  diyine. It is a  miscel- 
laneous charge, covering anything from 
avery little d—— to petty larceny. In the 
middie ground between these offenses lies 
that which it is charged Tannehill committed. 
It was alleged that he had been in the habit of 
standing in the vicinity of Broadway and 
Washington avenue in the, even- 
ing, and that as ladies got on 


the bob-tail cars he would step close to them, 
thrust his hand beneath their skirts and caress 
their limbs. It was further alleged that he had 
an infatuatian for this practice, and was seen 
— the peculiar fancy on several even-

his lips. The witnesses against him werea 
banana peddiler’s son, a newsboy, a real 
estate agent’s collectorand Policeman Mans- 
ficla, who made the arrest. 
MANSFIELD 

was first called. lle had been told, he said, 
on the evening of January 4, by Robert J. 
Jones, that a man was assaulting ladies on the 
corner of Washington avenue and Broadway. 
He went to the corner and saw the defendant 
approach a dobtall car that stopped on 
the west crossing, and as a lady mount- 
ed the step he saw Tannehill thrust 
his hand beneath the lady’s dress. He 
watched him further, but owing to his posi- 
tion could not see any further familiarities 
with ladies, though he did see Tannehill 
approach every bob-tailcar that stopped on 
that crossing. Tannehill observed the police- 
man and was trying to get away when he was 
arrested. 

Max Smitzer, anewsboy, was then called. 
He *‘works’’ that corner in the evening, he 
said, and boards all west-bound double cars 
and Vandeventer avenue bob talls to sell pa- 
pers. He saw Tannehliithrust his hand under 
the clothing of possibly ten women 
in the course of half an hour. Tannehili 
would stand on the southwest corner 
of Washington avenue and Broadway until a 
bob-tail car approached which was bailed by 
ladies. If there were men on the step he 
would not go out to the car; if the step was 
not occupied he would reach the car 
at the same time the lady did, and, 
drawing off his mitten, would raise her 
clothing. Smitzerfsaw one lady kick him in 
the face. Most of those assaulted were too 
much surprised to resent the insult. He told 
Joe Decola, his running mate, and they 
watched the fellow’s peculiar tricks for some 
minutes. Decola told Jones, who informed 
Officer Mansfield. 

Joe Decolaand Robert J. Jones told sub- 
stantially the same story. The first was an 
excellent witness, and told all the detalis 
without extenuation. His testimony tickled 
the crowd in the benches and Tannehilil fre- 
quently aired his little giggle. 

Christian Stein, Edward Burgdorf and his 
employer, Ferdinand Meyrose, were _ on 
the stand to prove an alibi for Tannehill. The 
witnesses forthe prosecution had sworn that 
Tannebill had been engaged in his diversion 
from about 5:45 until some minutes after 6. 
The witnesses for the defense accounted for 
him January 4 up to 5 
o’ clock. other witnesses were 
placed on the stand to proye his 
good character. Tannehill himself then 
testified. He said he was standing on the 
corner of Broadway and Washington 
avenue but ten minutes and only 
remained so long because the ‘‘blue’’ cars 
were crowded. He denied the charges 
against him in toto. He said he was 28 years 
old, is married, the father of one child, which 
Is now years old. He is now employed by 
Ferdinand Meyrose; was for 4 years in the 
Post-oftice. He lives at 1235 Chouteau avenue. 
City Attorney Dyer in cross-examining him 
brought outthe charge thathe had insulted 


Mrs. John Gadthausen at that corner on 
December 10. He denied this posi- 
tively, and said he was not 
at that corner on that date. 


He denied positively that he had ever insulted 
any woman in the manner charged at any 
place. Mr. Dyer asked him if he had 
not gone to the residence of Mrs. 
Gadthausen, No. 1101 South Jefferson 
avenue, and endeavored to dissuade 
her from appearing against him, saying to her 
that if she did so he would beruined. Tanne- 
hill admitted having called on the 
ludy, but denied having attempted to in- 
fluence her in any way, and said 
he did not there apolognize for insulting her. 
Mr. Dyer examined him at some 
length as Gadthausen and 
then attempted to the lady, but 
on Mr. Lodge’s objection Judge Cady ruled 
that she could not be called in rebuttal of the 
defendant's testimony and examined on a col- 
lateral matter after the prosecution had made 
the defendant its witness by examining him at 
length on that matter. 

Mrs. Gadthausen it was expected. would be 
the most considerable witness, After Tanne- 
hill’s arrest on January 4, her husband in- 
formed the City Attorney that she had been 
insulted after the method ascribed to the 
young man, and she was subpomnaed. 

She was present with her husband in 
the witness room and only entered 
the court-room to be sworn with the others. 

Sheis small, mature, refined and womanly. 

She was dressed soberly, wearing a fur sacque, 
black dress and small black crape bonnet. She 
was much relieved when the Court decided she 
need not testify, and immediately left the 
Four Courts with her husband. 

The case was given to the jury at 1:45 p. m.. 
and after being out over a half hour, they re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, and fined him 325 
and costs.

THE SHABMAN TRIAL, 


Killing of ‘Big Mike” Fitzgerald Described 
| in Open Court. 


The hearing of testimony was commenced in 
the Criminal Court this morning in the case 
of Charles Scherman, or Sharman, which is his 
proper name, charged with the murder of ‘‘Big 
Mike’’ Fitzgerald in front of Tom Kelly’s 


saloon on August 18, 1885. Dr. J. ©. Nidelet 
who made the t mortem examination, tes- 
ified that there were three bullet wounds in 
tzgerald’s body, the fatal one passing 
through the left jung and entering the heart. 
In his opinion the deceased could not have 
— pre thirty seconds after receiving this 
nd. 

William Norris, a street car conductor, saw 
the two men meet on the sidewalk, Sharman 
appearing to emerge from 4 shooting gullery 
or a hallway near by. Fitzgerald appeared to 
be about ten feet from the defendant. After 
Sharman fired the first shot Fitzgerald ap- 
peared to approach him, but was whirling 
around. After the third shot he tnrew up both 
hands, stangeres out into the street and fell in 
the car track. Sharman leaned over him aud 
shot him again. 

Jennie Kidd, who keeps a furnished-room 
house near by, was sitting on her steps when 
her attention was attracted bya pistol shot. 
Looking down the street, she saw two men 
apparently scuffling. She saw them go out 
on the street and one of them fall. She did 
not know how many shots were fired, as she 
was Very much excited at the time. 

John Brennan, a street-car man, was stand- 
ing in front of Cooper's saloon about five 
min 


utes, when he heard a shot. Wheeling 
around he saw two men standing about 
twenty-five feet from him in front 
of a shooting were 


gallery. The 

close together, and after the first shot Fitz- 
gerald appeared to be ery ing to gét his hand 
on Sharman. After the third he threw up his 
hands and staggered out into the street-car 
tracks, where he fell. Sharman, leaning over 
him, fired another shot at him. 

A recess was then taken until? o’clock p. 
m. Inthe afternoon Ben Garland testified to 
hearing a shot fired and seeing the two men 
standing near each other. He ran behind the 
patrol box to prevent any of the 
shots from 1 him. John Harris, 
a wienerwurst peddler, heard the shots and 
saw Sharman arrested. He heard the latter 
tell an officer that he had shot to kiil. Sergt. 
Kiely and Officers Howard and Friese, who 
mude the arrest, also gave their testimony. 


NO UNION DEPOT, 


The Proposal to Seek New Rallroad Inlets— 
A Southeast Extension, 


There isevery prospect that one railroad 
which is contemplating entering St. Louis will 
make the first start in the direction of avoid- 
ing the Union Depot and will seek an entrance 
entirely outside. of the Mill Creek Valley, 
erecting freightand passenger depots in anoth- 
er part of the city.

ions are, but there is not much doubt that 
this will be done. Some of the enterprising 
and public-spirited men in this city are urging 
it. hese gentiemen believe that the best 
thine that can bedone for St. Louis is to 
smash the idea that the Mill Creek Valley 
isthe only inlet into the city and that the 
Union Depot is the only terminus. 

In a chat with a Post-DIsPpaTcH reporter one 
of them expressed this opinion forcibly. It 


is not a new idea, but now that several roads 
are trying to get into the city 
it is believed to be the best 
time to push it. Tho more 


roads, andthe more depots there are in the 
city,’” said he, the better for it. We need 
only take Chicago to show the folly of being 
tie down to one depot and at- 
tempting to force all the trans- 

ortation business of a city such as 
St. Louis is through the mouth ofa bottle. We 
want railroads to branch out and build their 
own passenger and freight depots. There is 
abundance of property in the north, south and 
even the center of the city suitable 
for yards and depots which can be obtained at 
reasonable prices. It would be a good thing 
if certain parts of the city were torn down 
and turned into railroad yards. Manufac- 
tories would grow up around them and 
business houses would be built convenient to 
them. What st. Louls wants is just as many 
railroads as can be builtinto it and as many 
depots as possible. They should split out and 
develop the waste property in all parts of 
the city. 

In conjunction with this plan, and as a 

necessary adjunct for freight business it is 
proposed to connect the various freight de- 
pots by a belt road with any necessary 
number of freight warehouses along 
its line convenient to the business centers, so 
that freight can be placed in the spot 
most convenient to the receiver or 
shipper and transferred at the lowest 
possible cost to the proper rail- 
road. The belt road, also, would furnish 
all the facilities that new roads or new bridges 
would need to get tothe business of the city. 
It is believed that with these facilities St. Louis 
would beina position to compete with any 
other city for business from any partof the 
country. 
There is little doubt but that with proper 
facilities furnished by a belt line, the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy failing to make a satis- 
factory independent arrangement with the 
Wabash would seek a new entrance 
and erect its depot, that the St. Louis, Arkan- 
sas & Texas would do the same thing, and 
that the St. Louls branch of thejCentral Mis- 
souri would also find an entrance outside of 
Union Depot.

A GAY DECEIVER. 


MR. H-@»RIVERS, ALIAS ERWIN w. CONE, 
ALIAS J. A. GLEASON, ETO. 


A Theatrical Man Who Is Charged With De- 
frauding the St. James Hotel Out ofa 
Board Bill—Chas. E. Baker Further 
Avers That He Eloped With His 16-Year- 
Old Wife and Caused a Divorce—A Queer 
Story. 


Hf? G. Rivers, the young man who is charged 
with defrauding Mr. Thomas P. Miller, pro- 
prietor of the St. James Hotel, out of a board 
bill amounting to $140, was present in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning 
when his case came up for a preliminary 
hearing. He was manager of the Proper Caper 
Company which recently played at the Standard 
Theater, and was stranded here; and the 
amount he is charged with defrauding 
Mr. Miller out of is the bill contracted by the 
company whom he registered at the hotel. 
There was also present in the court-room an- 
other young man who glared at the defendant 
with anything but a friendly look. This was 

CHARLES E. BAKER, 
of Tipton, Ind., who had been brought here 
to testify against Rivers. A rather interesting 
story isconnected with Baker’s presence at 
the trial. He charges Rivers with estranging 
his wife from him and ruining her, and he 
came here to avenge the wrong he claims the 
young theatrical manager did him. 

What do I know of Rivers?“ he sald, 
speaking to a Post-DIsPaTcn reporter to-day. 
Much that is bad and nothing that is good. 
In the first place, his name is not Rivers at all, 
but Erwin W. Cone, and he comes from the 
same place I do, Tipton, Ind., where his 
father is a Methodist minister. I am a 
dry-goods clerk there, and eighteen months 


ago married a niece of Miss Susan Prowley of 
Kokomo. She was only IB years of age at the 
time, a mere girl; and was a most estimable 
— lady. belonging to a splendid family. 
hortly after our marriage he commenced vis- 


iting her, and worked on her unt 
he had her in his power. I have no 
doubt now but they were intimate 
for some time, but I loved her 


so blindly that I paid no attention to the mat- 
ter and suspected nothing. On Friday, De- 
cember 17, she started to visit an aunt and 
uncle at Vedersburg, Ind. My employer told 


me he suspected there was something 
wrong, an by his advice 1 tele- 
graphed her uncle a day or two later 


asking if she was at his house, and he replied 
that she was not. I then telegraphed to Fink - 
erton at Chicago a description of my wife 
and Rivers, and told him to be on the lookout 
forthem. Monday I received a dispatch from 
Vedersburg signed by her in which 
she said she had arrived safely and for me not 
to be uneasy, thatshe wouldteli me all in a 
letter. Inever waited for this letter, but I 
went straight to Vedersburg to see her. 
comfessed everything to me. She 
said she had been wanting to tell me for a long 
time of her relations with Cone but could not 
summon sufficient courage to do so 
as she feared I would leave her. 
When she started for Vedersburg she was met 
at Frankfort, Ind., I learned, by him, and he 
coaxed her to go off with him, telling her that 
Iwould never be any the wiser. She went 
with him to 1 Indianapolis and other 
places. The clerk of the Spencer House of 
Indianapolis told me a couple answering their 
description exactly had stopped there under 
the name of 
J. A. GLEASON 
and wife of Mattoon, and had jumped their 
board bills. My wife admitted to me that 
they had spent a night at Indianapolis. 
After this he cast her aside and refused to 
take her back. Iam no longer jiving with my 
wife, and have sued her for divorce. 
Cone was in the boot and shoe business there, 
the firm being Cone & Hutto. The business 
broke up and he lefttown. It is the hardest 
thing in the world for me to keep my hands 
off that fellow even herein the court-room. 
He is the vilest wretch I ever knew.’’ 

RIVERS, OR CONE, 
when asked concerning the statements of 
Baker, laughed and was about to proceed to 
make a statement when his attorneys, Messrs. 
Charles F. Joy and R. Graham Frost, choked 
him off and forbid him “pp py anything. 
Cone, however, stated that he had beena 
member of acorporation which carried on a 
boot and shoe business at Tipton, anc that 
they had failed and sold out. Some of the 
creditors were paid and others were not, there 
not being enough money to go around and 
pay all off. There was nothing crooked about 
the failure, however. Cone alao stated that 
Baker worked for him awhile, and claims that 
he was short in his accountsand he had to dis- 
charge him. 
Part of the evidence of the State was heard 
in Rivers’, or Cone’s, case this morning, and 
the examination was laid over until to-morrow 


at noon. Baker was placed on the stand, 
but the onl thing proven by 
him was that ivers’ fight name was 


Cone, the remainder of his testimouy being 
ruled out. The defense is that Cone made no 
talse pretenses in securing board for the com- 
pany at the hotel, and that, therefore, there is 
no fraud in the case. : 
It is said that Baker has told some people 
that he willshoot Cone on the first oppor- 
tunity, and the latter is said to be considerably 
afraid of him.

SETTLED. 


A Compromise Effected Between the Pacific 
Mall andthe Panama. 


NEW YorK, February 10.—The adjourned 
conference between the representatives of the 
Pacitic Mail Steamship Company and the Pan- 
ama Railroad Company to agree on a settle- 
ment of differences was held this morning. 
President Houston and Director Edward 
Lauterbach represented the Pacific 
Mail, and Messrs. Seligman, McCullough, 
Ellis and Dacosta the Panama Railroad. The 


compromise proposed yesterday, was agreed 
to by both companies. It provides for the 
settiement of the outstanding claim of the 
Panama Railroad of $530,000 by the payment of 
$160,000. In lieu of monthly payments of $70,- 
000 for transportation across the Isthmus, 
heretofore charged the Pacific Mail by the 
Panama Company, there will be paid $55,000 per 
month and the Pacific Mail Company is al 
lowed to reduce its service in any way it 
chooses, instead of being compelled to runa 
steamer every week, as was provided under 
the terms ofthe old contract. This provision 


alone will save the Pacific Mail 
$50 ,000 per month. The saving on 
the other items for the unexpired 
seven years of the old agreement, 
which the new contract takes the 
lace of, amounts to over $1,600,000. Pacific

I went once to see him one day, “ cop. 
tinued Bismarck, — — as he spok 
to the windows of the Emperor William 
‘rand I got into an infernal passion, } 
banged the door with such violence that 
the door-knob came off in my hand, 1 
went into Lehndorf’s, and I slammed the 
door-knob into the wash-basin, breakin 
it into a thousand pieces. ‘Are you sick B 
Lenhdorf asked me. ‘No,’ said I, ‘but 1 
was.’ And, indeed, my anger was over,” 

He talked to mea great deal about the 

war of 1870, and his negotiations with 
Jules Favre and Thiers. The time of 
the expiration of the armistice was nearly 
over,’’ Bismarck said to me one day 
‘‘and I said to Thiers, Listen, Monsieyp 
Thiers, I have borne your eloquence for a 
whole hour, and we must have an end of 
it. I give you warning now that 
I won't talk French any more: 
I shall only talk German.’ ‘But, 
monsieur,’ said Thiers, ‘we do not un. 
derstand a word of German.“ ‘That 
makes no difference to me; I shall speak 
nothing but German.’ Then and there 
Thiers delivered me a superb address, in 
five parts, which I listened to, smiling, 
and I answered him in German. Favre 
and he remained there half an hour in 
silence; but an hour after they had signed 
the protocol. Then I at once began to 
talk to them in French.” 

Bismarck told me all this in mg sucha 
tone as one ordinarily uses in telling a 
hunting-story. He did not seem to have 
had the least idea of the mental tortures 
which the two wretched French delegate 
must have passed through during that 
half-hour. 

He also told me one day that after the 
review held by the Emperor William upon 
the Longchamps race-course, a man in a 
blouse came up to him and said to him: 
„Bismarck. t’es une  canaille!’—(Bis- 
marck, you're a villian!). I could have 
had him shot,’’ continued Bismarck; 
“put his courage made an impression on 
me. ' 

Another time he told me that he had 
been very much opposed to the annexa- 
tion of Metz. 

“T only yielded to the military party.“ 
he said, ‘‘who claimed that Metz was 
worth a hundred thousand men to us. Oh! 
if Bazaine had been able to hold out four 
weeks longer at Metz we would have been 
obliged to raise the siege of Paris.’’ 

Otherwise it is very difficult to put con- 
fidence in Bismarck. One day when we 
were talking about the German provinces 
of Austria lasked him if he had never 
thought of annexing them. That would 
be a stupid thing to do,“ he replied. “The 
population is Catholic; it would form an 
0 sition center. It would be a great 
deal better to annex Holland.’’ Several 
months later I was Ambassador at Lon- 
don. The Dutch charge-d’ affaires, 
who had just arrived from 
Berlin, told me by chante that one even- 
ing,when he had asked Herr von Bismarck 
whether it was true that Germany thought 
of annexing Holland, the Chancellor had 
answered him: That would be a stupid 
thing todo! It would only make an op- 

osition center. It would be much better 

annex Austria!“ 

I had another sample of this duplicity. 
In the negotiations which ensued after 
Sadowa, Bismarck kept perpetually talk- 
ing about his love for Austria, for 
Vienna and his wish to spare the 
Viennese the humiliation of an occu 
pation. One day (it was at Gas- 
tein)—a certain Herr Christ, a good 
Frankfort bourgeois, who used to know 
Bismarck in the times of the Diet, asked 
him in my presence: ‘‘Tell me, your High- 
ness, why did you not enter Vienna n
